SACRAMENTO, March 28.—Anti-injunction and alt other unlon-abes 
legislation went into the discard today, after the worst defrat the unlonites 
have sustained Sacramento in ten years. When Senator Flaherty and 
his cighteen t -bearers came out into the open this morning they were 
received with a barrage that caused two of them to throw up their hands 
with a cry of Kamerad“ and drove the rest to cover. Lieut.-Gev, Young 
could not save them. Their anti-injunction bil) received only sixteen votes, 
while twenty-four Senators voted against it. 
Friends of industrial freedom were themselves surprised at the inde- 
pendent spirit the Senators from the central and southern parts of the 
State displayed. Not a single Senator whose district Nes south of the 
Tehachepi voted for the bill. It is a record of which Southern Californie 
may well be proud. 
Senator King of Redlands voted for the bill two years ago; but today 
he led the opposition against it. 

“Things have happened within the last two years,” said Senator King, 
that compel me to vigw this question in a new Tight.

Soup and bread are the principa! 
articles of diet. A plate of the soup 
proved to be very good, with plenty 
ot meat and vegetables. Kasimer 
admitted he lived better in jall than 
he did in Russia, but be wanted to 
go home just the same. 

The prisoners were living much 
better than their guards. While 
Kasimer and his crowd were fat, the 
guards locked white and peaked. 

PLACE TO WORSHIP. 

There is a d Mohammedan 
mosque in camp, with a tower, fom 
Which a devout gentleman with 
strong lungs proclaims six times 
Gay that “Allah is good. Allah is 
great. Come to prayers!"" For most 
of the prisoners at Zossen are Mo- 
hammedans. 

I asked Kasimer why he wanted 
to leave the pretty jail when he had 
such a nice mosque. Although the 
interpreter worked hard, he could 
not understand just what Kasimer 
was trying to say, except that he was 
net the Mohammedan kind of a Rus 
sian. Kasimer remarked 
the Interpreter that the beautifu! 
Mohammedan m ve gave him 
pain and he wanted to go home. I 
thought perhaps Kasimer was & 
Methodist or a good Episcopalian, 
but Kasimer said he had never 
heard of them-—and he wanted to 
go home. 

The German officers of the camp 
said the mosque was built at con- 
siderable expense by order of the 
Kaiser, Who probably wanted to 
please his Turkish ally and do a lit- 
tle proselyting among the Moham- 
medan prisoners. The mosque hast 
elaborate shower and foot baths a. 
tached to the back winz so the faith- 
ful can doll up for church. 

BATHS PATRONIZED. 


The baths are liberally patronized 
by the prisoners, for they were as 
neat and clean ag could be. They 
were a rather dejected-looking lot. 
which is natural, because for four 
years they have not done anything 
but stand around the prison camp, 
eat and sivep. 

I asked a good many if they were 
Bolsheviki, but they answered that 
they were members of the Greek 
church, or were Mohammedans. 
The German guards said there 
were lots of Bolsheviki among the 
prisoners, who wanted to go back to 
Russia because they had heard the 
stories of looting and of everybody 
having a good time and doing 9 
they pleased under the Bolsheviki, 
and they wanted to get in on the 
game. 
I told Kasimer he might be killed 
if he went back to Hpussia, but he 
only repeated that he’ wanted to 30 
home. For the three hundredth time 
I asked him why, and Kasimer came 
across with a very good answer. 
“Because home la home, he said. 

REGULAR CLUB RULES. 

The committee of prisoners that 
attend to matters of discipline and 
make the rules and regulations oth- 
erase have the functions of the 
house committees of clubs in Amer- 
den and consequently are about ase 
popular. They formally waited on 
me at the gate of the camp wher 
we came away and asked when they 
would be permitted to go home. 

Il saw a Mussulman, or whatever 
you call him, appear in the minaret 
of the mosque, clap his hands, make 
his short, snappy speech about Al- 
lah and issue @ call to prayers. 

I hoped this would divert the 
house committee and the crowd of 
prisoners behind him, but not at all. 
They ignored the gentleman on the 
minaret, who again issued a call. 
The house committee crowded close 
around me, Walting for me to tell 
them when they were going home. 
The gentleman on the minaret again 
appealed to the faithful to come to 
the prayers, but the faithful would 
not budge a little bit until they 
foun@ out when they were going 
home. 

I finally said I hoped they would 
go soon, and they sadly wended their 
way to preyers. 

It took four German soldiers to 
restrain Kasimer from climbing into 
the Red Cross automobile and re- 
turning with us to Berlin. * 
Kasimer was tired of walting. Like 
the American doughboy, he wanted 
to go home “toot sweet.” 


CONVICT NEGRO AFTER 
ST, LOUIS RACE RIOTS, 


DENTIST SENTENCED TO LIFE 
TERM IN PRISON FOR IN- 
CITING SLAYING.

ST. LOUIS. March 28.~-Leroy N. 
Bundy, Fast St. Louis negro dentist, 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary today iy a jury 
in the District Court at Waterloo, 
ji. Bundy has been on trial since 
March 18 for cores piracy te murder 
in connection with the deaths of De- 
tectives Samuel Coppedge and 
rank Wodley, July 1, 1917, which 
was said to have incited the riot- 
ing in which several negroes were 
killed the following day. 
Immediately following the return 
of the verdict attorneys for Bundy 
filed a motion for a new trial, on 
which arguments will be heard April 
7. In default of $60,000 hail Bundy 
was put in the County Jail. Since 
his indictment Bundy has been at 
liberty on $14,000 bond, 
The case went to the jury at 
6:30 am., and the verdict was re- 
turned five hours later. Bundy heard 
the verdict without showing any agi- 
tation. A few minutes later his Wife 
entered the room. She, too, was 
calm. 
Testimony by State's witnesses 
was in effect that Bundy engineered 
the murders, and that several weeks 
prior to July 1 arms and ammuni- 
tion were stored in his home, Scores 
of negroes gathered at the home, 
it was testified. and were harangued 
ny Bundy. The shooting of the de- 
tectives and firing on whites followed 
the tolling of a negro church bell, 
it was testified. 
Bundy attempted to esteblish an 
alibi, saving he was driving a party 
in his service car when the mur- 
ders were committed. This testimony 
was corroborated by several wit- 


nesses. 

As Bundy was charged with con- 

spiracy to murder, the State con- 
tended it was not necessary for him 
to be on the scene when the de- 
tectives were killed. 
Negroes in all parts of the coun- 
try contributed to the “Bundy de- 
fense fund,” and it is said that more 
than $25,000 was collected to fight 
his case.

With 126 wounded and sick sol- 
Giers aboard, thirty-seven of them 
Californians, nine being from Los 
Angeles, the special $1,000,000 gov- 
ernment hospital train which left 
New York last Monday, is due in 

city about noon today over the 
Santa Fe. It is the first through hos- 
pital train ot the army medical de- 
Partment to come from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Coast. 

According to the programme, the 
train will remain in this city about 
an hour, giving relatives and friends 
of the invalid soldiers an opportunity 
to visit them. The train then will 
continue to Camp Kearny, where 
the soldiers will remain until suffi- 
ciently recovered to proceed to 
their homes. 

Eight hospital cars and a Pullman 
compose the special train, which is 
equipped with all the latest improve- 
ments for such service, making it 
unnecessary for any change of cars 
across the continent. There are more 
men attending the invalids than 
there are invalids on the train, four 
commissioned officers and 125 cor- 
.porals and private being assigned by 
the army medical department to 
look after the invalids en route.

imp. Strange to say, he does not see 
that the League of Nations is the · inevitable 
development of the world situation, and that 
by entering into it in the spirit that we entered 
the war we sacrifice nothing of value and 
gain much; that, thereby, we shall be in a 


position to become the foremost nation of the 


earth, the greatest power for good, that by 
taking our place at the head of the great na- 
lions of the world our nation and people will 
gain a prestige such as no nation has had be- 
fere, and which we can acquife in no other 
pay. Mr. Lodge wants us to go back to our 


prewar isolation, to turn aside from the path 


of national destiny, and to remain as we were 
before the world became what it is today. 

- Unfortunate it is that Mr. Lodge should 
take such a stand, for his influence is great 
and his reputation as a stalesman is high. 
But it is orthy of note that Mr. Lodge is 
followin. in the footsteps of his predecessors, 
of former Senators and Representatives in 


«Congress from his State. For it is one of the 


extraordinary facts of A-~erican history that 
the leading opposition to nearly every move 
fer nati expansion come from the 
State of Massachusetts, the State wherein 
started the Revolution—the birthplace of 
American freedom. Not that the people of 
the Bay Stute have lacked patriotism. Far 
or have they placed upon that 
great virtue the same narrow interpretation 
that Have their official representatives in Con- 
gress. However, the historical fact should be 
pointed out thal their Congressmen and Sena- 
tors have generally been conspicuous on the 


wrong side when the call of expansion has 


sounded, and that Senator Lodge is following 
se closely along the same path. 
When first we sought to add domain to 
the territory of the nation, at the close of the 
Revolution, Congressman Josiah Quincy of 
Massachusetts worked himself into a frenzy 
in his denunciation of the Louisiana Purchase, 
declaring that its consummation would afford 
just grounds for a dissolution of the Union. 
Daniel Webster opposed the annexation of 
Texas, and the opposition, of which he was a 
leader, forced the Polk administration to 
abandon tenjative plans for a much greater 
expansion in Mexico. When we look at the 


present condition of the territory which we 


then annexed, at the peace and prosperity un- 
der our rule of the natives of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Colorado and California, and con- 
trast it with the unhappy lot of those left 
under Mexican rule, we can hardly help a 
feeling of regret that Webster and his fellow 
opponents of manifest destiny should have 
had the influence which they had. But 
when we see Webster opposing even the com- 
paratively limited expansion provided by the 
treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, DECLAR- 
ING CALIFORNIA to be “a place unfit 
for human habitation,” the intervening terri- 
tery worthless, and seeking to deprive us of 
the magnificent territory from which we have 
since cafved six entire States, viz., California, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado, Uiah and 
Nevada, and parts of several other States— 
our respect for Webster's statesmanship drops 
to a low point and we feel giad that the State 
that sent him to the Senate was not the domi- 


Charles Summer. Webster's successor in 
the United States Senate, opposed the very 
suggestion that we should take steps to ac- 
quire Cuba. & question often debated during 
the 50's, and since then we have had to fight 
an international war to free the island from 
Spanish rule. Summer successfully fought the 
efforts of President Johnson to acquire the 
Danish West Indies. As a result, we have 
had to pay $25,000,000 to beep these 
islands from falling into the hands of Ger- 
many. Summer also opposed the purchase of 
Alaska, fortunately without success. 

After the Spanish War, Senator Hoar of 
Massachusetts held up for months the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty of Paris, which freed 
Cube and gave us Porto Rico, Guam and 
the Philippines.

E NEW ITCH FOR OFFICE. 

It is an amazing thing te contemplate 
how many men there are who are afflicted 
with an itch for office. It is a thing that 
amounts, practically, to a disease. 

The consequence of this political malady 
has been a demeaned and vitiated public 
service. And it must continue until the 
people take the knife in their hands and 
cut the disease out. 

Until the time comes when a citizen shall 
accept public office only as a public duty 
and at the demand of his fellow-citizens 
there will be scandals and all these squalid 
degeneracies in political life. 

There must come a time when the people 
shall select men for public office in exactly 
the same way and upon exactly the same 
basis that a commercial organization se- 
lects its officers, its managers and its em- 
ployees down to the janitor and the night 
watchman. 

It would be a happy condition, indeed, if 
we could proceed on the theory of what is 
called “philosophical anarchy” and have no 
offices at all and no government. 

But the philosophical anarchist, differing 
from the red murderer who masks under 
the name of anarchy also, is billions of 
years ahead of time. 

We must have a system of government 
and we must have men to administer and 
execute that government. 

Moreover, we must pay for it. We must 
submit to taxation in the support of it, and 
we must devote at least a sufficient amount 
of our lives to it to go to the polls and vote. 

All this being true, government therefore 
resolves itself into a business, pure and sim- 
ple, and the officeholders who conduct that 
business are the employees of the public 
and nothing else. 

This doctrine is acknowledged by all, and 
dy none more fully than by the office-seeker 
himself who shouts it from the hustings 
when he is running for office, well knowing 
that the people will forget all about it when 
the election is over. 

We must recognize that we have among 
us a distinct class known ag politicians. 
They are afflicted with an itch for office. 

But, fortunately, the itch, like other dis- 
eases, is curable. And the cure can no 
longer be delayed. The world must make 
up its mind to quit_fooling—to quit fooling 
itself and to quit letting others fool it. 


Men who become afflicted with this itch 
are of two species. One itches for the 
money there is in it and the other for its 
alleged and entirely fictitious glory. 

It is difficult to say which of the two fs 
the more dangerous. The one is sinister 
and the other flatulent. One is wholly mer- 
cenary and the other hopelessly vain. 


| easiest to deal with when we have made 
up our minds to clean this whole business 
up. It should be no trouble whatever to 
obliterate from the atmosphere the stench 
of the cheap professional politician. , 

Every community is well acquainted with 
that species, from the ward-heeler up to the 
suave party “boss.” 

They are a class of loafers. What they 
seck is an easy living at the public ex- 
pense. Their idea is to sit in an office 
smoking cigars with their feet on a desk 
ang get a salary for it out of the taxes that 
the rest of us pay on what we have ac- 
quired in property by endless industry and 
hard work. 

Nor are these human leeches content 
with the salaries which they extract under 
wholly false pretenses from the public. 

At the very outset they had y in 
mind their chances for graft rather more 
than the salaries. They were well informed 
as to how much there is in it “on the side.” 

This species is always in politics. They 
are forever hanging around City Halls and 
Courthouses during the interims in which 
their more successful plotters happen to 
be “in.” 

They tide over by getting themselves ap- 
pointed on juries, on commissions and, if 
all else fails, they can pick up à dollar now 
and then by using what they call their m- 
finence.” 

In a way, it is astounding the amount of 
energy these creatures exert in order to 
avoid work. The same craft, the same 
| studied planning, half the thinking they do 
if devoted uo legitimate endeavors would 
make them rich and honored. 

A young man would better take up gam- 
bling in any other form than to launch out 
upon a/career of politics as that term its 
generally understood. A professional pok- 
er-player may stand one chance in 10,000 
to quit at last with a dollar or two, but 
there isn’t one chance in 10,000,000 for the 
professional politician to do it. 

It is a profession in which any man must 
always pay two dollars for one. He must 
preserve his popularity and protect his 
source of graft at every turn of the road. 
He must be the best of “good fellows.” He 
must buy ticket for every raffle and every 
dance. He must always have a cigar in 
his pocket to give away. 


Now we come to the other species—the 
pathetic example of inordinate vanity who 
itches for office in order that he may stand 
in the full glare of the limelight and stick 
some little, artificial title to his name. 

To the student of human nature who sits 
on the fence watching the world go by and 
not caring whether school keeps or not, as 
far ag he himself is concerned, nor caring 
a whoop whether or not factory whistles 
blow in the morning, this strange and gro- 
tesque vanity of men to hold office furnishes 
an endless source of entertainment. 
conducted a good grocery store or a garage 
for years with profit and honor to himself. 
He climbed up to a place in the community 
where hig neighbors looked upon him with 
respect and pointed to him with pride. 
Often he rose to be a deacon in the church. 

Then suddenly, like a bolt from a clear 
sky, or rather like a stroke of sudden in- 
sanity from a clot on the brain, he feels 
within himself an insatiable craving to hold 
an office. 

Heaven help him then! His guardian an- 
gel deserts him and goes off watch. His 
gods have drunken of strong wine. The 
cobwebs gather on the canned goods that 
were erstwhile the glory of his days on 
the shelves of his store. 

Forth he saunters upon the highways of 
the world in quest of his mad desire. He 
seeks the sheltered byways and wherever 
lurks the voter in his lair. He kisses the

He spends all he ever had and 
winds up with a mortgage on his home. 

And it is then, for the first time, that his 
enemies write down his secret sins before 
him on the sand where all can read. He 
finds that he has led a double life, that he 
isn't legally married, that he threw his 
gtandmother down a well and was once 
caught stealing the pennies off a dead man's 
eyes. 

The only hope for such a man is that he 
will be defeated in the election and the 
other fellow elected to suffer worse tor- 
ments. And it is for his defeat that all his 
friends should offer up their prayers at 
every holy shrine that can be found. 


These, then, are the conditions that char- 
acterize the itch for office among men. 

And it would all be very amusing and 
entertaining if the people did not have to 
go down in their pockets,continuously to 
pay for it. But that's what the people have 
always had to do, and the chances are that 
they have grown mighty weary of doing it 
by this time. 

80, putting all persifiage aside, we must 
come back to the doctrine once enunciated 
by ‘Grover Cleveland, namely, that public 
office is a public trust, and also that it is a 
condition and not a theory that confronts us. 

In other words, we must stand on this 
ground that the man who asks for an office 
is exactly the man to whom we must de- 
cline to grant it. We have always been 
saying that the office must seek the man. 
Now let us make this something more than 
just a saying. 


RID REORGANIZATION. 

Perhaps the most untenable proposi- 
tion upon which the opponents of a League 
of Nations base their arguments is that, 
even if such a coalition should be consum- 
mated, there would still be a probability of 
dhe formation of another league, antagonis- 
tic to the first league and composed of those 
nations which, for various reasons, might 
not be immediately admitted into the orig- 
inal organization. 

Those who raise this objection fail ta 
take into account several very clear rea- 
sons why the danger which fear would 
not become imminent. In t first place, 
five years of war have had the effect not 
only of cementing the friendship of the 
most enlightened nations of the world, but 
have also strengthened this combination of 
powers to the extent that the league (al 
ready organized in fact) is capable of with- 


weaker powers which might be formed and 
arrayed against it. 

However, that the present league is not 
being formed with any intention of subdu- 
ing or antagonizing any nation, but that, on 
the contrary, the urge and desire of the 
great Society of Nations is to assist even 
the smallest countries to attain self-covern- 
ment, is evident both from the stand taken 
by the leaders at the Peace Conference and 
by the text of the league pact. Never be- 
fore in History bag there been such a un- 
‘fled aggrégation of intelligence, courage and 
justice as that gathered at Paris for the 
purpose of forming, in so far as possible, a 
real federation of the world. If exploita- 
tion and subjugation of the world’s weaker 
nations were the purpose of the league, that 
purpose would probably have been evident 
before now—for never in the future could 
there be a more opportune time than the 
present to subjugate Bolshevik Russia, dis- 
sension-torn Germany and Austria, war-rid- 
den Mexico and other nations divided and 
weakened by internecine strife and discord. 
The formation of the league is not only a 
matter of expediency, but is necessary to 
international peace and progress, and the 
statesmen and diplomats at the head of the 
organization who, fortunately for the world, 
have the interest of the whole world at 
heart, will do their utmost to pave the way 
‘for the entry into the league, sooner or 
later, of every nation under the sun. 

Yet, for the sake of argument, admitting 
the league opponents to be right, and recog- 
nizing the possibility of a war between two 
great opposing nations, the establishment 
of the league now proposed still remains 
the moral duty of the powers involved in 
its making. Why’ The world must estab- 
lish itself on a basis of peace some time, 
and if diplomacy and the teaching and ex- 
ample of justice cannot bring about such a 
condition, then war must still be resorted 
to, even if it comes to a conflict between 
two great factions. Wherever and when- 
ever there exists a necessity for war one 
of the opposing parties is always wrong 
and the other party is, essentially and pri- 
marily, right, regardless of the injustice 
which may be done to individuals on both 
sides as a result of the struggle. Surely 
the division of the world into only two 
fighting factions makes the issue simpler of 
solution and is preferable to the existence 
of a hundred jealous» suspicious govern- 
ments, each ready to fly at any other gov- 
ernment’s throat at a moment's notice or 
without any notice whatever.
